SUMMARY: PLENARY SESSIONS DEALT WITH FOOD PRODUCTION (WFC/36): 

FOOD SECURITY (WFC/37): FOOD AID (WFC/38): AND AGRICULTURAL 
INPUTS (WFC/39). WHILE PLENARY DISCUSSIONS EOCUSED ON SECRETARIAT 
PAPERS 

AND SECRETARIAT DRAFT RESOLUTIONS, SPOKESMEN FOR GROUP OF 77 STATED 
G-77 WAS DRAETING RESOLUTIONS DIFFERENT FROM SECRETARIAT DRAETS 
FOR EACH OF THESE ITEMS AND WOULD SUBMIT TO PREPARATORY COMMITTEE 
AS QUICKLY AS PREPARED. BY COB TWO DRAFT RESOLUTIONS (FOOD 
SECURITY AND FOOD AID) WERE SUBMITTED. THESE RESOLUTIONS, 
PARTICULARLY FOOD AID, GO BEYOND SECRETARIAT DRAFTS IN FOCUS ON 
EXTERNAL CONSTRAINTS TO PROBLEM OF MALNUTRITION AND SEEKING AID 
DONOR COMMITMENTS WITHOUT DUE RECOGNITION OF INTERNAL LDC 
CONSTRAINTS. INFORMAL CONTACTS WITH G-77 LEADERSHIP SUGGEST THEY 
MAY BE WILLING TO NEGOTIATE LANGUAGE TO NARROW AREAS OF DIFFERENCE. 
THE RAPPORTEUR WITH THE HELP OF AN ADVISORY GROUP WILL ATTEMPT 
TO DEVELOP COMPROMISE LANGUAGE. END SUMMARY 

1. GUIDANCE REQUESTED. G-77 EOOD AID RESOLUTION CONTAINS EOL- 
LOWING PARAGRAPH 8. BEGIN QUOTE: RECOMMENDS THAT FOOD AID PRO- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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GRAMS STEADILY INCREASE THEIR EFFORTS ON BEHALF OF NEWLY INDE- 
PENDENT COUNTRIES, LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY THE 
UNITED NATIONS AND THE ORGANIZATION OE AERICAN UNITY, AND POPULA- 
TIONS AEFECTED BY CIVIL WARS: END QUOTE DELEGATION WOULD 
APPRECIATE DEPARTMENT'S REACTION TO THIS ALL-ENCOMPASSING LANGUAGE. 

2. GENERAL DISCUSSION. THE GENERAL THREAD OE DISCUSSION ON ALL 
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SUBJECTS WAS G-77 DELEGATIONS PRESSING DONORS EOR ADDITIONAL 
COMMITMENTS AND GROUP B COUNTRIES ARGUING AGAINST WEC MAKING PRE- 
EMPTIVE DECISIONS THAT SHOULD BE MADE IN OTHER EORA. ON ALL EOUR 
SUBJECT, US INTERVENTIONS DRAWN FROM POSITION PAPERS WERE WELL 
RECEIVED BY LDC'S. 

3. EOOD PRODUCTION (WPC/36). MOST DELEGATIONS ENDORSED CONCEPT 
OP POOD PRIORITY COUNTRIES (FPC'S) WITHOUT ENDORSING SPECIPIC 
COUNTRY LISTS OR SELECTION CRITERIA PROPOSED BY SECRETARIAT, 

ALTHOUGH FRANCE AND UK VOICED OBJECTION TO NEW CATEGORY. ARGENTINA, 
THAILAND AND TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO URGED CONTINUED AID IN 
POOD PRODUCTION OP LDC FOOD EXPORTERS AS WELL AS PPC'S. IBRD 
REPRESENT ATTIVE REPERRED TO PARA 34 OP WFC/36 INDICATING THAT DECLINE 
IN LOAN LEVEL EOR 1976 OCCURRED DUE TO NEGOTIATING DELAY WHICH THREW 
LOAN COMMITMENTS INTO POLLOWING YEAR, NOT BECAUSE OP SHORTAGE OP 
PUNDS OR PROJECTS. HE ALSO STATED WORLD BANK PROJECTED AGRICULTURAL 
LOANS AT $2 BILLION IN PY-77, $2.8 BILLION EOR PY-78 AND $4 
BILLION BY PY-81 AND ARGUED THAT TECHNICAL ADVISORY CAPACITY 
OP WORLD BANK WAS ALREADY STRETCHED AND SHOULD NOT BE COUNTED 
ON TO TAKE ON ADDITIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES. 

SEVERAL LDC'S INTERVENED TO EMPHASIZE NEED FOR ASSISTANCE IN 
CURTAILING POST-HARVEST FOOD LOSSES. 

3. POOD SECURITY (WFC/37 AND WPC/44). BRAZIL, AS SPOKESMAN EOR 
G-77 STATED EVENTS HAD OVERTAKEN WEC SECRETARIAT RESOLUTION ON 
POOD SECURITY. COMMITTEE ON WORLD FOOD SECURITY/(CWFS) MET THREE 
WEEKS AGO AND REACHED CONSENSUS. G-77 PROPOSED ALTERNATE LANGUAGE 
EOR WFC DRAPT RESOLUTION BASED ON CWFS LANGUAGE IN ORDER 
ACHIEVE CONSENSUS AT MANILA. MOST DELEGATIONS, INCLUSING UK, 
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ENDORSED G-77 PROPOSAL BUT UK CAUTIONED G-77 THAT LANGUAGE SHOULD NOT 
GO BEYOND THAT AGREED AT CWPS. LDC'S REPEATEDLY URGED POOD 
EXPORTERS NOT TO CURTAIL PRODUCTION. EEC CRITICIZED "CONCLUSIONS/ 

OF WFC/38 FOR MIXING FOOD SECURITY WITH LIBERALIZATION ISSUE. 

ALSO ARGUED THAT RESERVES CANNOT BE CONSIDERED SEPARATELY FROM 
OTHER ACTION NEEDED TO STABILIZE MARKETS. SEVERAL DELEGATIONS 
URGED PREE DISCLOSURE BY ALL NATIONS OF INFORMATION ON GRAIN 
STOCKS. JAPAN MADE OBLIQUE REPERENCE TO IS DECISION TO PROVIDE 
ACCOMMODATIONS IN WFP CONTRIBUTION FOR EMERGENCY RELIEF. 
SUBSEQUENTLY USDEL ASKED PRIVATELY EOR CLARIPICATION AND WAS TOLD 
JAPAN'S $7.5 MILLION REGUALR CONTRIBUTION TO WFP CAN BE DIVERTED 
EOR EMERGENCY RELIEF IF NEEDED. 

4. POOD AID (WFC/38). AUSTRALIA OBJECTED TO SPECIFICITY OF 

$10 MILLION TON TARGET AND PRESSED FOR ARRANGMENTS FOR IMPORTERS 
TO SHARE COSTS OF FOOD AID. CANADA ARGUED THAT TARGETS ARE 
DIVERSIONARY AND THAT IMPROVED POLICY FRAMEWORK WAS NEEDED TO 
SOLVE PROBLEM. CANADIAN DELEGATE REFERRED TO CANADIAN DOMESTIC 
POPULAR CRITICISM OF FOOD AID RESULTING FROM INEFFECTIVE ABSORP- 
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TIVE MECHANISMS IN LDC'S. HE ENDORSED CONCEPT OF FORWARD PLAN- 
NING, PLEDGED I MILLION TONS EOR 1977 BUT DID NOT MAKE COMMITMENTS 
FOR 1978. JAPAN AND OTHER GROUP B REPRESENTATIVES EXPRESSED 
PROBLEMS WITH SECRETARIAT DRAFT RESOLUTION PARA A-l, 2 AND 3 BUT 
BUT COULD AGREE TO PARA B. LDC'S CONCENTRATED ON FOOD AID TARGETS, 
FORWARD PLANNING, EFFORTS TO INSULATE FOOD AID FROM GRAIN SHORT- 
AGES, AND COMMITMENTS TO EMERGENCY RESERVE. SWEDEN ENDORSED 
THREE- YEAR COMMITMENTS AND ANNOUNCED THAT SWEDISH PARLIAMENT HAD 
INCREASED WFP PLEDGE FROM 12 MILLION KRONER TO 55 MILLION KRONER 
PER YEAR EOR NEXT THREE YEARS BUT QUESTIONED WHETHER FOOD AID 
IS MOST EFFICIENT MEANS TO TRANSFER RESOURCES TO LDC'S, SINCE 
IT IS A FORM OF TIED AID.

5. AGRICULTURAL INPUTS (WFC/39). GROUP B COUNTRIES GENERALLY 
QUESTINED WISDOM OE ESTABLISHING SEPARATE/FUNDS SMALL FOR SPECIAL 
PURPOSED AND OF RECOMMENDING ADDITIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES FOR THE 
INTERNATIONAL EERTILIZER SUPPLY SCHEME BEEORE A DECISION IS 
MADE CONCERNING ITS EUTURE. LDC'S ASKED FOR USUAL LIST OF 
SUPPORT AND ASSISTANCE INCLUDING ACTION BY DONORS TO ASSURE STABLE FER-

EOOD SECURITY AND THE CONSEQUENT UNCERTAINTY EACTING A LARGE
